from Dr. Prieſtly's uſeful experiments on the nature of air, to the Abbe 
Spalanzini's humane thoughts on the reproduction of ſnails' heads +, after 
the amputation of the original capita; from Dr. Macbride's new-invented 
method of treating ſcorbutic diſorders, to Dr. Graham's Medical Muſic 
and Magnetiſm ; from the Muſeum of the celebrated Mr. Cox, to the 
wonderful Nocturnal Remembrancer and Royal Tickler, by which and 
by other /ete/ contrivances the ingemous Mr. Pinchbeck has recommended

and friendly intercourſe with ay. other; who communicate deſcriptions 
of the moſt uncommon maladies which fall under their ſeparate inſpec- 
tions; and as men of real abilities employ their talents with unremitting 
daily diligence in this labour of love, we may form the moſt ſanguine 
expectations, that in proceſs of time Philoſophical and Medical Tranſ- 
actions may vie with the compilations of the Engliſh Laws and Statutes, 
and that ſages in either art may be able, at no very diſtant period, to 
quote the 2456th page of the 197th volume 1n folio of the abridgment of 
their Works. I mean not to anticipate the felicity of a future age; but as 
I am now far advanced in the career allotted to mortals, I claim the pri- 
vilege of old experience, which has ever been allowed to attain to ſome- 
thing of prophetic foreftight. I really am animated with a love of mau— 
kind; my heart is warm and feeling; nor is the pulſe of its generoſity leſs

I am almoſt tired 
of that word ; bf the writers of the preſent age uſe it moſt ſcandalouſly, I wiſh there was a

of that claſs; though indeed I remember in the beginning of this century 
a Dr. John Arbuthnot, who as well as myſelf had the unlucky reputation 
of having added all the elegance and urbanity of the claſſical ſcholar, to a 
profound knowledge of the Feng art. I am indeed ſorry, that any Divine 
ſhould ever preſume to meddle with the preſcriptions of Hippocrates ; and 
think Dr. Willis would have been wiſer, in having applied the whole force 
of his genius to the illuſtration of the lively Fathers of the church, or the 
publication of the caſes which once regaled the Synod of Dort, than in 
turning over the well-drugged pages of Avicenna or the great Cappado- 
cian. But as in this free country no man is conſtrained to purſue with 
undeviating diligence one particular profeſſion; Dr. Willis may perhaps 
have had a licence granted him by the Biſhop of London, and his coad- 
jutors, as it is in the act made and provided, before he preſumed to 
handle the pulſe of the body“, as well as of the conſcience. You will 
excule this little digreſſion, another privilege I claim from age. I muſt 
own however that I withed much for Dr. Willis's aſſiſtance, as I hear he is 
peculiarly famous for his treatment of maniacs. 

I think it is now high time to inform this Society of the ſubject con- 
cerning which I am about to diſcourſe; and as I have an odd fondneſs 
for ſuch writers as Tully and Quintilian, not to mcntion the Stagyrite, 
I think I cannot diſpoſe my matter in a more lucid order than that in 
which the great Roman Orator generally arranges his, or at leaſt his 
commentators have done for him, which you know amounts to the fame 
thing. I mean, the Tempus et Locus, the Genus Cauſæ, the Partes, and 
what the aforeſaid commentators have with ſingular tagacity placed laſt, 
the Eventus. 


1. Tempus et Locus. As to the time and p/ace; I mult inform you, 


that one evening, after my return from collecting the Olympic dutt on the 
plains of Newmarket, where I had been ſent for to viſit a Patient, I tat 
down in my chambers in K=g's C-ll-ge, in order to retreth myſelf after 
the fatigues of the day. I began to ruminate on the uncertainty of human 
life; on the mercileſs fury of the great Deſtroyer, who ſpares ncithes

ſong, in ſpite of detracting intereſted envy, will be as everlaſting as poſte- 
rity ; he is the delight of my declining years; he is the author, 


Quem ſemper acerbum, 
Semper honoratum (fic dit voluiſtis) habebo. 


I was about to utter (not for the firſt time) ſome ſtrange crotchets of my 
own relative to the boy Chatterton, whom Nature in one of her wild vaga- 
ries put together in order to deceive a fond foohiſh world, who withdrew 
himſelf from every ſublunary turmoil with indignation at the ungrateful 
reception he had met with from thoſe who call themſelves patrons of un- 
befriended merit; whole ſoul, like another literary Hampden, withſtood 
the little tyrant of Otranto's territory, till at the laſt, from deſperate ſcenes 
of unnatural atheiſm and immature debauchery, it plunged into the abyſs 
of duration, without a fear and without a hope ! 

When I had finiſhed my exclamations and reflections of this nature, I 
got up from my chair, fetched my Rowley, unfolded the volume, and 
put myſelf in a proper attitude to expreſs my feelings when I came to 
a favourite paſlage ; when lo, the book opened at the beginning of the 
ſecond eclogue, and while I was reading the words, 


Richard * of Lion's heart to fight is gone; 


I heard a violent rapping at my door of an unuſual fort ; not like the 
humble tap of wretched poverty, which often viſits my chamber to implore 
the tribute of my healing art, for ſome dear relation compaſſed round 
with folitude and ſickneſs, and lingering on the threſhold of diflolution ;

Ei. B. Dear Dr. come without delay; wrap yourſelf in your red ſur— 
tout, and come to aſſiſt a wretched victim who lies under the dominion of 
St. Vitus +, or the Moon, or the Devil 7 himſelf. I cannot now relate 
to you the nature of his diſtemper : you muſt come—the family intreats 
your inſtant coming, Dr. W-tſ-n is abſolutely ungovernable—a moment 
may be fatal. 3 3 

Dr. G—n. Hold you, my maſter D-w-s, the Mufti himſelf muſt 
wait for his archiater till he can get ready: I have no carriage of my own : 
but will put out my well extended foot, as fait as my ſtrength will allow 
me: you ſay he his under the dominion of the devil; ſo that I muſt pre- 
pare ſtrange antidotes indeed: though it would be better to fend for an 
able-bodied Divine, ſuch as Dr. Sh-ph+rd, once Fellow of Chr-ft's C-II- ge, 
or Wet#rſ-n, the robuſtious Schoolmaſter ; but unfortunately the Divines 
of our Univerſity are no great conjurors, fo that I fear the cure will reſt 


upon me. 


Eſq. B. Oh, Sir, do not let us proſe any longer; you cannot tell 
what miſchief Dr. W. may have done by this time to himſelf, his family, 
his dear babes, his domeſtics, his furniture, his alembics, and all his ap-

By this time the Eſquire Beadle had recovered himſelf; I invited him to 
fit down, and offered him any thing but phyſic for his refreſhment.

fecla, were to be ſeen or rather heard within that region. |

I had no conception of what the devil it was; for all the ſpirits of the 
nethermolſt abyſs could not have howled forth more barbarous diffonance. 
I was now at the threſhold of the manſion, and found a domeſtic ready, 
who opened the door without my knocking, as the family had been wait- 
ing for my arrival with impatience. I ſtept in, and next followed the Eſ- 
quire Beadle.

had on his head a buſhy wig uncombed and out of curl, which flowed 
adown his ſhoulders, imitating a mane ſo exactly, as to have be- 
uiled a ſudden view.

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Dr. G. Madam, don't be alarmed too much; all may be well yet; 
but his diſorder is of ſuch a nature as requires me to be a little particular 
in ſome queſtions I muſt aſk. Has he been peculiarly affected with any 
thing lately ? 

Nurſe. Why, Doctor, he has had much writing; the divinity has 
ſtirred within him a good deal of late. I think the gentlemen of the gown 
call his occupation in the ſchools keeping acts and moderating, which 
has been rather troubleſome and fatiguing. _ 

Dr. G. Madam, this is only the ordinary courſe of buſineſs, and 
could not fatigue him much ; his labours in that vineyard could never oc- 
caſion a deplorable frenzy : beſides, in theſe days there is no occaſion for a 
Profeflor to muddle his head with the Fathers of the Church ; if the Doc- 
tor were in his ſenſes he would tell you ſo himſelf; there muſt be ſome- 
thing elſe.

Dr. G. Madam, I underſtand you now ; I believe you are right ; he 
always had a kindly liking to a crucible ; he has aid, “that from no part 
of phylics has he received equal inſtruction or entertainment:“ to be 
ſure at preſent he has a little too much of the phlogiſton in his compo- 
ſition, and to uſe your own word, is rather hyperpaphlaztent. 

Nurſe. Stay, Sir, now I think of it, there is a little ſcurvy pamphlet 
publithed lately by tome poetaſter in rhyme, called an Heroic Epiſtle to 
the Reverend Dr. W , /ate Proteflor of Chemiſtry, now Protetlor of 
Divinity in the Un—v—rſ—ty of C— mbr—ge; (you perceive the na— 
tural caty tranſition from chemiſtry to divinity, you would almoſt think 
they were dependent on each other.) On reading this epiſtle, it was ob- 
ſerved that he thewed marks of ſomething more than ditpleaſure; he did 
not utter a ſyllable, which made his triends imagine he felt more 3 for 
you know that poignant affliction is marked by tullen ſilencs. 
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Dr. G. (She is a d=mn'd ſenſible old hag; where can the come 


from?) Madam, I thank you for the hint, which I muſt beg leave to 


purſue. I am ſorry to difagree with you and ſome other people, in 


thinking it a maſterly performance and the work of great genius : I ſpeak 
only with regard to the compoſition, verſification, and humour of the piece, 
nothing elſe; I cannot be ſuppoſed to know the truth of all the facts, 
though indeed I was informed by a gentleman who knows him nts ef 
in cute, (I perceive you underſtand Latin and Greek too, Madam) who 
ſays nothing is advanced but what has truth for its ſupport, though 
decorated with the grace of poetry.

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as to have given occaſion for it. He was ſurprized and ſomewhat relieved 
when he recounted the heroes that had contributed to the entertainment 
of the public as well as himſelf, Meflrs. Richardſon, Burney, and Co. But 
when he came to his Squire, Dr. $*m?nds's character, he made a pathe- 
tic exclamation over him, not unworthy of Sancho over his Dapple, and 
perhaps with more true touches of nature.

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I came down to Mr. E-ſk-ne, and we ſaluted each other: he told me, 
as he was accidentally at C-mbr-dge, and had heard Dr. W. was a little 
diſordered, he had taken the liberty to call for a minute to enquire after him. 
When I told him the caſe, he could hardly refolve, whether to be ſerious 
or jocular. He ſaid, he himſelf had been employed a good deal in the late 
elections, as well as Dr. W. And faith, added he, if you pleaſe, you 
may call me a Lion too, for I have had abundance of, Facka/ls to bring me 
provender during the late troubles ; thanks to the M Aff for having put 
the country into ſuch confuſion ; , we Lawyers have reaſon to bleſs him 
and his co-adjutors. Between friends, I heartily with all great men would 
employ ſuch agents as Dr. W. their glorious blunders and informal pro- 
ceedings would give many a young counſellor an opportunity of ſhewing his 
abilities, and of ſetting right (with great eaſe) the ridiculous miſtakes of 
ſuch meddling Pretenders. They may indeed do well enough to puddle 
in the unmeaning farce of a convocation, or to regale that ſad ſolemnity 
with quaint ſayings, culled with ſedulity from the Fathers of the Church.

Bentley; inſtead of wa/pecula, which was arrant nonſenſe, 
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Dr. H. I think, if Dr. W. had applied himſelf a little more to the 
ſtudy of Civil Juriſprudence, his brain would have been /e:tled; and you 
know, Dr. G „I have proved the ftudy of the Roman Law to be 
neceflary for a Divine. 

Dr. G. Have you, Doctor? where, pray? 

Dr. H. In my new Analyiis of the Civil Law. 

De. G. My Maſter H x, I crave your pardon, I remember it wel, 
and you have given a dy good reaſon for it too For you obſerve with 
great juſtice (pag. xv of the preface to 2d Ed.) © That a ſkill in Roman 
juriſprudence enables a Drvine to ſupport the dignity of his character as 
a ſpiritual judge, and 1% deſend and ſecure the poſſeſſion of his legal 
* dues.” I' faith, you ought to have the five barley-/oaves for your arms, 
and the wo fhbes for your creſt. 

Dr. H. Why, Dr. G. are you not of opinion that the ſtudy of the 


Roman Law 1s fue; and that e act the ſtudents keep under me are of 


importance, and learnedly treated? 

Dr. G. Hold you, my Maſter H. not too faſt : importance is one 
thing, and learning is another, but an act, is an act; that is all I aſſert, 
whether it be in law, phyſic, or divinity ; but do you think this ſtudy of 
much uſe to elucidate the ſcriptures, except in a very few paſſages which 
may be learned in a few hours ? 

Dr. H. Why, Dr. G. what you ſay may be true, but it requires a man to 
be converſant in a ſcience to explain a paffage at fight. But ſuppoſe I could 
adduce you one, which, by the help qf this Roman Law, may be ex- 
plained ſatisfactorily, which I believe has not been taken notice of by any 
commentator, and which generally excites a ſmile when it is read; what 
would you ſay then? 

Dr. G. Why, I fay, it would be highly uſeful, or at leatt entertaining 
and curious. 

Dr. H. You. remember theſe words in St. Paul's Epiſtle to Timothy, 
e The Cloak whieh 1 left at Troas bring with thee, aud the books, bur 
&« eſpecially the Parchments.” Now it is to be remembered, that this 
Epiſtle was written from Rome, when Paul was brought before Nero. 
Paul was about to make his defence, aud mi7z/t have been required to prove 
that he was a Citizen-of Rome; if fo, in all probability thete parchments 
(which Mr. Soame Jenyns jocularly ſays, he Bias no doubt but what St. P. 
Left behind him) might be the very deeds or diploma, by which the point 
in queſtion was to be proved. As to the Cisaꝶ, q#aovns, Or paAcrns iu the 
original, and which is undoubtedly a corruption from gaws2.ns; that is 
probably a word grecized from pen, I would obferve, that when the 
Roman ſtate degenerated into a monarchy, many citizens laid atide the 
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Toga“, and wore the Pexu/a or Lacerna in their ſtead; now as it was im- 
probable that any but a Roman ſhould wear this garmeat, or have it in his 
poſſeſſion, St. Paul gt poſſibly with to produce it as a further flight con- 
firmation of his point. The Pænula was a veſtment generally worn on a jour- 
ney, and I think Juvenal obſerves in his fifth Satire, multo ſtillaret Pænula 
nimbo ; and St. Paul ſays, he had %% it behind him at Troas. Iam far from 
deciding this point, but think that an illuſtration of this nature tends to 


take off the air of ridicule which this paſſage carries with it at farſt 
reading. | 


Dr. G. Upon my word, Dr. H. I did not know ſo much could have 
been ſaid upon it; 1 admire a curious felicity of conjecture whenever it 
has an air of probability in it. As to the word gane; being grecized, 
that 15 no more than we do every day from other languages; but I could 
add, that particularly when the teat of empire was removed to Byzantium, 
the Lawyers of the Imperial Courts were obliged to grecize many terms 
of law, of which I could give many inſtances if neceſſary: but faith, I 
forgot, we did not come here to diſpute about Paulus, either the Saint or 
the Juriſcontultus ; and beſides, my opinion could never be ranked with 
the Reſponſa Prudentum. I am afraid our converſation favours of the con- 
ſultation of phyticians in Moliere, for though they talked nonſenſe, and 
we, I apprehend, have been canvaſting rather a curious point; yet we both 
have erred alike, in talking nothing to the purpoſe. Unus utrique error, ſed 
varus 1lludit partibus.

Dr. F. You have hit the function right; for you know, as a medical 
man, that if a perſon ſtudies any particular ſubje& too . it ſtrangely 
e 


affects the mind, and at laſt abeunt fludia in mores. I wiſhed to know, 
merely for the ſake of aſſiſting you in the inveſtigation of this intellectual 
malady. You remember that the God of Caliban's dam was Sefebss ; and 
Jobn Barbot, a voyager of the preſent century relates, that the Patagons 
are reported to dread a great horned devil, called Setebos.” Magellan 
alſo confirms this account. But Eden, in his Hiſtory of Travayll (1577. 
pag. 434.) informs us of a ſpecies of Giants, who when they found 
% themſelves fettered, roared like bulls, and called upon Setebos to hel

Eden and John 
Barbot, why you will at leaſt give credence to the Philoſophical Tranfac- 
tions no later than the year 1778 ? I do not mean as to my Maſter Caliban,

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but as to another godſhip like Selebos worſhipped in Sumatra. The author 
of the paper aſſures us, that three ſuperior Beings are worſhipped in Su- 
matra, ** the third of which is an ev// genus, whom they ſtile Murgiſo, and 
* to whom they uſe ſome incantations to prevent him from doing them 
% harm.” Now (I ſpeak only conjegtarally) if Dr. W. has been poring 
over accounts of this kind, who knows but a ſudden ambition ſeized, not 
the Ettle but THE GREAT DICKY, to unite in his own perſon the ſcattered 
excellencies of Caliban, Setebos, and the dread Murgiſo, and failing in his 
audacious ſcheme, inſtead of a compounded Monſter, he became a fimple 
Lion. 

Dr. G. The idea does much honour to your ingenuity ; but if Dr. W. 
had ever ſuch a thought, I think he would rather have been entitled to 
bear the name, arms, and fignature of two perſonages you mentioned a 
little while ago, that is, to wit, Drayton's Moon-Calf, or Sir Giles 
Gooſecap.

After much trouble, I at laſt bethought me how the Duke in Don 
on acted, when Sancho was created Governor, and I accordingly pre- 
valled on the ſervants of the houſe to dreſs themſelves in fantaſtic garments, 
as much a la Turque as poſſible.

Univerſe obeys. I have executed thy pleaſure, all unworthy as I am, even 
to kiſs the duſt thy lordly feet have trampled. I then proſtrated myſelf 
again, as I had done before. But I perceived his countenance alter; the 
imperial broomſtick fell from his hand: 


He was entranced - the fillet burſt that bound 
His liberal locks, and all his floating form 
Did ſeem to gliſten with divinity ! 


Or, in other terms, he relapſed into what he was,—a Pr-f-fl-r of D-v-n-ty

Approach, ye grave and 
reverend nages; (the celebrated Mr. Cecil of the Strand, and that 
bibliopoliſh Behemoth, REv-ngttn, were thoſe whom he addreſſed) ye who, 
as well as myſelf, diſtinguiſh this happy and favoured century ; the names 
of Stephens and Aldus will be forgotten, will be eclipſed, will be buried 
in everlaſting night, while you ſway, as is your ſovereign right, over the 
world of Literature, or what is equal to that world; ali my writings *, all 
the illuſtrious works of ME who vie in genius + and invention with 
Sir Richard Blackmore; with Mr. Giles Jacob, for entertainment ; with 
Mr. John Dennis, in original obſcurity and confuſion ; with Mr. Colley 
Cibber, in all that frenzy could beget on folly ; with Ogilby the great f, in 
I prodigy of my time, and for adding grace unto my works by print- 
ing them on /pecial good paper: 

Who rob Rome's ancient geeſe & of all their glories, 

And cackling whiglike, baffle fierceſt Tories ! 


Behold me in my proper dimenſions ; not a mere gooſe as mortals take me 
for; no, no, my origin is higher, I am not of the feathered race; know 
you who I am:

If the Tragedian has the eye of his mind fixed on a full houſe, he will in 
vain hope to inflame his imagination to the genuine enthuſiaſtic raptures, 
which the Bards of other times felt with energy; no, the Grecian ſhould 
be his model. Aſk you why Aſchylus rouſed the dormant paſſions, and 
walked in the abyſs of mind, when his muſe called up the ghaſtly band of 
Grecian ghoſts; when he pointed to the Perſian abodes; when he invoked 
the furies from their Stygian receſſes; when he bade the ſpirit of the 
ſtorm J roll all its terrible fury round the head of him who defied the 
power of Jove. Aſk you why? it was fame that raiſed his aſpiring thoughts 
and imped his eagle wing: this it was that gave the Greeks their noble 
genius, and their yet unrivalled ardour— 


Gratis ingenium, Gralis dedit ore rotundo 
Muſa loqui : præter laudem nullius avaris. 


It is not from a foolith admiration of Greck ; I ſpeak merely from a con- 
viction of the truth of the aſſertion. While I was coming down I thought 
the ſervant muſt have made a miſtake, for I was almoſt certain that Mr. 
C-mb-rl-d was at Madrid on bulineſs of his own, or of other folks. I 
was inclined to think his own ; for very few leave this free country, except 
ſundry reaſens (beſt known to themſelves) them moving and inciting thereto, 
I came into the parlour and found it was as I had conjectured, the fervant 
had miſtaken the name; it was Mr. C—ke, the new K-ng's Pr-t-fl-r of 
the Greck language.

ſician ; that when learning is mixed with a brain whoſe contexture is not 
adapted to receive it, a fermentation enſues till the whole be exhauſted. But 
we will hope better things;

I told him poor Dr. W.'s caſe, but did not let him know the kind part his 
father took in the buſineſs; for I am inclined to think, if I had told him 
ſo, it would have made him alſo d-mn'd mad; and I ſhould have had 
another frenzy on my hands, of which I was by no means ambitious. On 
his late promotion to his Pr-f-fi-rſh-p, I could not help ſaying to him, 
ETagray , rar #oopuer; Which advice, I believe, was not in vain. 
He wiſhed me a good day with a very peculiar politeneſs and addreſs, veri-

As I found all my attempts hitherto had been vain towards effecting Dr. 
W.'s cure; 1 thought it time ſeriouſly to conſider whether it was a com- 
mon frenzy. or if he was in reality, as Harvey exprefleth it, cacodemone 
obſeſſus. I thought that might be the real caſe ; I began to conſider diſ- 
crectly with myſelf that I muſt have recourſe to ſome other art beſides 
phyſic.

has been nominal Pr-f-ſſ-r above ſix years, during which time he has 
ſhuffled off in a ſneaking manner, either from profeſſional buſineſs, inex- 
cuſable idleneſs, orſhameful incapacity ; and deprived the young Students 
of powers of makingthemſelves proficients in that entertaining ſcience. 
He ovght to be told ſo in no gentle manner. 

As I was deprived of any profefſional aſſiſtance, and yet wanted ſome ; 
I at laſt bethought me of repairing to a Gentleman, a Mr. At d, almoſt 
the only conjurer in the Un-v-ri-ty, I believe. So I went to his apart- 
ment, and told him the caſe; at which he was not at all ſurprized, but 
rather entertained. I then ſaid it was in his power to be of ſervice, if he 
would be ſo obliging as He ſtarted up in a fury, I—you are mad, Dr. G. 
] think, to propoſe ſuch a ſcheme 7% me ; — no, I will have nothing to 
do in the matter, I will tell you an anecdote, however, which per- 
haps you are not acquainted with, relative to Dr. W. and the Royal So- 
cicty, as you ſeem to be in a joking mood.

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Vou know that Dr. W. is a great naturaliſt, or at leaſt a pretender to 
philoſophy, in which he has made many important diſcoveries. He once 
took it into his head to try if he could diſcover the erer of colours *; 
his experiments failed. Well, nothing could divert his mighty mind from 
real ſcience ; therefore he thought he might at leaſt be able to aſcertain the 
reſpective degrees of heat, of which each primary colour is poſſeſſed. Our 
Philoſophical Scriblerus had now in his contemplation an object worthy 
of his intellectual powers. It was Winter; dreary was the proſpect; 
Nature was covered with her ſnowy mantle; no verdure gratified the la- 
bouring eye, ſave on the gentle Laureſtina, whoſe foliage never withers at 
the approach of harmful blaſt; with many other brumal appendages, 
which Poets deſcribe better than Philoſophers ; fo I ſhall proceed. The Doc- 
tor prepared for the experiment; he ordered his taylor to procure him ſeven 
pieces of cloth of the ſeven primary colours, (which by-the-bye he firſt 
explained to the taylor;) then addreſſing himſelf to the Parent of liglit

The Sun heard; but granted not his ſuppliant's requeſt ; clouds and dark— 
neſs obſcured his radiant form. The Doctor was not terrified ; but pro— 
ceeded, fired with the thoughts of being recorded to diſtant ages, and fuf- 
fered the cold North wind to vilit his face roughly, while he preparcd to 
enlighten mankind.

He with wiſdom provided himſelf with a noble ſurtout againſt the intenfiry 
of the cold, lined with the thag of the Lion, as if preſcicut of his future do— 
ſtination. Now all was prepared. The Doctor placed with much ſolemmnity 
the ſeven pieces of cloth of equal thickneſs on a level furtace of ſhow, and 
left them bare and expoſed* to weather from the rifizg of the lum to the 
going down of the fame. He then returned when the horizon was no 
longer gladdened with the all-cheering ray; aud viewed h1s own work, 
When behold a matter of marvellous in his eyes; The Bl/rck lind funk 
the deepeit of them all; and cox/equently he judged (from the ſtrict rules of

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reaſoning) that it had mvre heat than the others. Here was matter of 
triumph for THE CLo TH] In exultation he immediately tranſmitted the 
account to the Royal Society, and the Doctor thereupon was created F. R. S. 
Various were the conjectures which that learned body formed concerning 
this aſtoniſhing diſcovery ; they were however at a loſs to account whence 


the black had this peculiar efficacy. The Fove-lihe majefly of Pringle nodded 


aſſent, when a ar, intelligent member obſerved, with compoſure and 
gravity, that it aroſe from the black having a ſuperior power of imbibin

Doctor, roſe and ſpoke as follows: 


Mr. Preſident and Gentlemen of this Royal Society, 


It may appear preſumption or folly in me to attempt an explication of 
this uncommon Phenomenon, eſpecially after the learned and ſatisfactory 
ſolution, given by our ingenious Brother. I perfectly agree with that 
Gentleman, that it is the property of light to illumine objects which are ex- 
poſed to its influence, and of heat, to poſſeſs a certain cauſtic power which, 
according to its intenſity, either conſumes the ſubſtances on which it acts, 
or diflolves the tenacity of bodies condenſed by cold. But as this Society 


is always ready to hear with indulgence the conjeckuùres of its meaneſt aflo- 


ciates, I beg leave to propoſe with diffidence my humble opinion. It 
ſeemeth unto you a matter of great ſurprize that The Black imbibed a greater 
proportion of the rays, and conſequently of heat (as the Gentleman who 
ipoke laſt obſerved with great truth) than any other of the primary colours, 
I confeſs it would have been at firſt obvious to ſuppoſe that the God of 
war and bloody contention would have arrayed his votaries in that colour, 
which, by its ſuperior warmth, might have expanded and dilated their fouls 
with that vigour his ſervice ſo peculiarly demands; we naturally ſhould 
incline to this opinion, and perhaps with reaſon. But ſhort-ſfighted mor- 
tals that we are! ſatisfied with our firſt ideas, we fit down, aud applayd 
our own ingenuity; till maturer reflection, or the ſuggeſtions of other men 


incline us to queſtion the validity of thoſe firſt principles,

As you are all verſed in the hiſtory of mankind, in the ſcenes which are 
unfolded in her ample and eventful page, you cannot but remember the 
cauſes of war * ſtill more fierce than ever was kindled by the breath of 
mere civil diſſention.

Accordingly having made myſelf a perfect maſter of the method of 
exccuting the feat I was to perform, on the evening I had affigned, I ſet 
out with all my utenſils, garments, &c. &c. in the coach belonging to 
our College, and arrived at Dr. W.'s between eleven and twelve o'clock. 
It was the hour of ſolemnity *

I was conducted to the room where Dr. W. was confined, and when all 
my inſtruments and neceſſaries were depoſited ; the attendants left me by 
myſelf, and having locked the door, I proceeded to prepare matters for 
the ſolemnity of this almoſt unprecedented occaſion. I firſt proceeded 
to form an mmagimary circle, and then conſecrated it in the following 
manner 7: | 

I cloathed myſelf with a black garment reaching to my knee, and under 
that a white robe of fine linen that fell down unto my ancles, with a Frier's 
hood, and a bell and book in my hand, and fixed myſelf in the middle of 
the place in which I intended to perform my conjurations. I then threw 
my old ſboes about ten feet from the place, and put on my conſecrated ſhoes 
of ruſſet leather cut in proper faſhion; and taking my magical wand, 
which was a new hazel-ſtick, about two yards in length, I ſtretched forth 


I wonder Dr. G. was not afraid of being conſidered by the Eccleſiaſtical Law as a heretic, and 
burnt accordingly by the writ de heretico comburendo; though by the Common Law he could only 
be pilloried, 3 Inſt.

++ ſtrange effects above the ordinary courſe of nature. By Stat. 1. James I. c. 12. Such offenders 
are divided into four degrees, and thoſe of the firſt, viz. Such as uſe any invocation or conjura- 
tion of any evil ſpirit,” ſhall ſuffer as Felons without benefit of Clergy ; and even though the 
ſpirit did not appear upon invocation, the offender was ſtill within the ſtatute, However, ſince 
writing the above, I find this law was repealed in the ninth of George the Second. Dr. G. cer- 
tainly was apprized of this, or he never would have ventured to have undertaken this feat : though 
I really think Phy/icians ſhould have been exempted from the penalty, as no man can tell what ſer- 
vices they may be required to perform.

After I had performed theſe ceremonies *, the place fo ſanRificd was equi- 
valent to any real circle whatſoever. I then lighted ſeven candles; and 
divided the circle into ſeven parts, and wrote ſeven names at the ſcven 
diviſions, and ſet at every name a candle lighted in a brazen candleſtick in 
the ſpace betwixt the circles; the names were theſe; Cados , 
— +, Arich +, Sabbac 7, Sagun ++, Aba , Abali-

When I had thus done, I proceeded to invoke thoſe beings who miglit 
be moſt propitious to the furthering of my purpoſe. I then, with much 
ſolemnity and reverential awe, pronounced the preſcribed form of 
words: I ſoon perceived the doctorial Lion was agitated by the moſt violent 
convulſions I ever beheld ; his breaſt heaved in irregular motions ; every 
fibre ſhook to the inmoſt recefles of his frame; his noſtrils breathed a 
dark-red fire; his cow's-ta:l, his mane-like wig, his tawny=coloured lather 
girdle fell from him at an inſtantaneous impulſe; and behold ſuddenly,

Dr. W.'s body ſeemed to burſt in twain as it were; and from that horrid 
rift out-ruthed an enormous Demon, who glared on me with vengeful 
mien, and vaniſhed. As I was ſo accurately verſed in the nature of ſpirits, 
and their different forms, owing to my late ſtudies, I immediately dAco—

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vered who it was. His name was the mighty ORIAS. He is thus 
deicribed by the High Prieſt of Lucifer“: Orias is a great Marqueſs, 
and 7s ſeen as a Lion, with a ſerpent's tail, aud carrieth in his 1 4 hand 
two great ſerpents hiſſing; he teacheth the virtues of the ſtars, he tranſ- 
** ftormeth them; he giveth dignities and prelacies.” But as my ſight 
might be deceived, I rather thought, on ſecond conſideration, that it was 
the tremendous ALLOCER, who is thus defcribed : “ Allocer is a ftrong 
Due and great, he cometh forth like a /olarer 4; he hath a Lion's face, 
very red, and flaming eyes; he ſpeaketh with a big voice; he maketh a 
** man wonderful in aſtronomy, and iin all the liberal ſciences.” 

As ſoon as this dreadful operation was finithed, the Doctor was reſtored 
to his proper ſhape, and delivered from the power of the ei one ; he dropt 
down in a deep ftleep, or rather trance, as it proved afterwards - When I 
perceived this, I called on the power of flumber to cloſe his weary eye- 
ids in deep repoſe, as erſt the Grecian bard invoked it to ſoothe the forrows 
of the Lemnian hero . 

I then called up the domeſtics, and told them that I believed I could 
congratulate them on the terror being diſpelled; that J had no doubt after 
what I had performed and ſeen, that the Doctor would be himſelf again in 
a ſhort time. 

I then defired them to pack up all my inſtruments, utenſils, and un- 
couth garments, which they did, and carried them back to my coach, 
without aſking a queſtion, to my great ſurprize, as curioſity delighteth to 
dwell in ſervants and in old women; but it was ordained that I thould not be 
interrupted nor ruffled throughout the whole of this important tranſaction ;

I got into my coach grimly pleaſed 
at the ſucces, and was ſafe in K-og's C-ll-ge between four and five that 
morning. I determined in the courſe of the next day to return Dr. F-rqz-r 
my ſincere thanks for his goodnets in affording me the uſe of fo precious a 
book, and for which he merits the untcigned tribute of heart-telt grati— 
tude, not only from the Un-v-rl-ty of C-mbr-dge, but from the whole 
Britith nation, for having been the means of reſtoring to his priſtine form 
the Bulſwark of its law, government, and religion !
